UARRltSBUKO, May la.—There I* 


no provision In tho Clark Commission 
Government Bill for third-clan cities 
ag&lnst a Mayor succeeding himself 
after serving a four-year term. Tho 
bill, slightly altered. Is now ready for 
tho House, it having already passed 
the Senate. 


The provision In the third-class city 


bill Is only that mayors shall sorve un- 
til their successors arc qualified. Thero 
has been stricken from the bill tho 
provision that mayors elected In 1911 
shall serve until 1!>1S. Under tho bill 
mayors will be elected for four years 
and councilmen for two years, thus 
providing for an election this fall. 


Another amendment provides that 


treasurers, before being eligible for 
re-election, must settle up their ac- 
,counts. 
The provision that elty as- 


sessors now In office shall nerve until 
their successors qualify, 
has . boon 


stricken out. 


The non-partisan ballot provision 


had been amended to provide that It 
shall not Interfere with any general 
non-partisan ballot law. In the Initia- 
tive and referendum provision thelo 
has been Inserted ft clause that whero 
100 citizens petition for either, tho pe- 
tition is to be placed in tho office of 
the city clerk, where each voter can 
sign, after 
identification. 
To either 


initiate legislation or got, a referen- 
dum vote it will be necessary to ob- 
tain to ths petitions tho signatures of 
SO per cent, of the vote east at the 
preceding mayorality 
election. The 


Initiative and referendum are to be- 
come effective January 1, 1814, and 
•will not, apply to general appropria- 
tion bills.

It is not only unlaw- 
ful to give or sell cigarets, or ciguret 
lapeis, to anyone under 21 yeary old 
but minors found -with them In their 
possession must tell 'from, whom they 
were obtained. The bill is as follows:' 
"That any person who shall £mmsh 


to any minor, by gift, sale or other- 
wise, any cigai et or cigazct 
paper, 


shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be sen- 
tenced to pay a flno of not less than 
$100 or more than §300, and to under- 
go an imprisonment in the jail of the 
pioper county for a period of not less 
thnn 30 days nor moie 
than 
six 


months.
